now, though, why do people find 'happiness 1 In a woald of material plenty? I suppose 
it is because of the comfort of not being cold, hungry, etc. Having solved the physical 
problems of life, do not further reflnments of the protections and comforts become 
less useful? There Is a distinction from the trend of these questions aand the recent 
national events questing to make me help prevent the popmlace from taking apart the 
regional urban material and physical plant. That is merely a revolutionary 

power struggle involving politicalbattlos , political rights, political equality, etc...
